cent, on the low rates for the short hauls from Bay 
points, to thirty-three tnd ODe-third (33$) j*er cent, 
on the lates from the upper Sacramento Valley, and 
from twenty-seven (27) to thirty (30) per cent, on 
the rates from the upper San Joaquiu Valley, was 
made at the instance of your predecessors, taking 
effect on, and continuing in force since, the 1st dav 
of June, 188!. A further reduction-could not but 
be regarded by fair-minded men as unreasonable 
and unjust, savoring of a desire to cripple the rail­ 
road company rather than to enforce equal and just 
tariff-*. 
Third—The grain rates, as modified in the manner 
above explained, are not bQrdensome to the pro­ 
ducer. They rather contribute largely toward mak­ 
ing the production of gram in California more profit­ 
able to him ti:an it is in any of the great grain fields 
west of the Mississippi river and east of the Rocky 
Mountains. In support of this, your Commission is 
respectfully referred to the exhibits filed with it on 
the 27th ultimo, one of which compares the grain 
rates of thia company to Port Costa—now the prin­ 
cipal grain depot for export—from ali points, begin­ 
ning with Martinez (distant 3 4 10 miles) and run­ 
ning south to Santa >»na (distant 483 miles), with 
rates for like distances charged by the Texas & 
Pacific Railway to New Orleans, the Missouri Pacific 
Railway to St. Louis, the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Railway to Milwaukee, and the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railway to Chicago. 
THE AVERAGE PER TON PER MILE. 
The average per ton per mile of the rates charged, 
based upon equality of tonnage for all points, is a9 
, follows:

Central Pacific..........................................................1.66 
Texas and Pacific.....................................................2.50 
Missouri Pacific........................................................2.37 
St. Louis and San Francisco

The lowest average of the Eastern roads named is 
that of the Chicago and Northwestern Railway, one 
of the leading railroads of the great Northwest, 
whose mileage is about equal to that of the Central 
Pacific system, and whose gross tonnage per mile 
operated during the year 188*2 was 2,520 tons (ac­ 
cording to “ Poor s Manual ” ). against 1,018$ tons, 
per mile operated, curried by the Central Pacific 
► 
ystcm; vet the average charge for grain by the 
Chicago and Northwestern Railway is 1.8 cents per 
ton per m le, against 1 66 cents per ton per miie, the 
average of the Central Pacific. 
OTHER COMPARISONS. 
Another compares the grain rates of the Central 
Pacific to Port Costa from all points beginning at 
Goodyear’s (6.77 miles distant) and running via the 
California Pacific and Northern roads to Tehama, 
in the upper Sacramento valley (distant 155 miles), 
with rates charged for like distances to Milwaukee 
by the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railway, 
another of the great railroads of the Northwest. 
On basis of equality of tonnage from all points, the 
average charge in cents per ton per mile, of the 
Centra! Pacific compares with that of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul as 2 51 is to 3.42, the East­ 
ern road charging an average of 30 per cent, more 
than the Central Pacific. 
Another exhibit shows the average grain rate of 
the Centre! Pacific to Port Costa, from stations be­ 
tween Goodyear's and Willows, to compare with th 
average of the Chicago and Northwestern Railway 
for like distances in Illinois, to Chicago, as 2.73 is to 
3.03 cents per ton per mile, the Eastern charge be­ 
ing higher by 9.S9 per cent, than that of the Cali­ 
fornia road. 
THE STANDARDS OF EASTERN ROADS. 
The other exhibits filed at the s mc time, aud 
which compare rates from the* Sacramento valley, 
speak for themselves. They make a no lecs favora- 
hie showing for the Central' Pacific, and if charges 
by Eastern roads are juet standaius by which to 
regulate the charge ia California, they show conclu­ 
sively that further voluntan reductions in the 
grain rates of this company would outrage justice. 
This company, however, does not admit, nor will 
your honorable !L ard be like’y to regard <he rates 
charged by Eastern railroads as fair criterions by 
which to judge the, charges of the Ce¡ tral Pacific. 
The mamgers of Eastern roads themselves acknowl­ 
edge the greater cost of service hero, and in through 
business i:i which they are joined with the Central 
Pacific, allow the latter a greater rate per mile thin 
their own companies receive. The co;t of labor, 
fuel, and ali supplies which are nsed in operating a 
road, is greater here than at the East. The physical 
characteristics of the road are more varied and dif­ 
ficult; the traffic is very much lighter ; every ele­ 
ment of cost or economy is against the California 
and in favor of the Eastern road. 
It requires no expert knowledge to discover this. 
It ought not to require a protest from this company 
to secure proper consideration of the fact by the 
public and your honorable Board. In the matter of 
han lfing grain, the Central Pacific’s service is 
greater and more expensive than that of Eastern 
roads. Ti.e rates o? the Central Pacific include un­ 
loading a‘ tide water and delivery at ship's side, if 
vessel is ready for grain ; or, if not ready, delivery 
at pi’e on v.haif 'or in warehouse. The grain íh 
handled in sucks, is housed at forwarding stations 
only to a limited degree, being largely “ corraled” 
or piled, without shelter, alongside the track. 
This 
requires it to bo moved before the eariy rains, de 
manding of th-3 railroad company such attention 
aud c.xpedit on as to Dot infrequently compel neg­ 
lect of other traffic ; while, as a rule, the cars are 
sent empty after the load, thus doubling the car 
mileage for one Ead. 
GRAIN SHIPMENTS IN THE FAST. 
By Eastern roads the grain is uniformly handled 
i i bulk. It ia universally housed after harvest, and 
is moved only as the market ia favorable «*r the ne­ 
cessities of the. farmer requ-re. 
In loading it usu 
ally passes through an elev ¿.tor, being shot into the 
cars at such a rate that a full train can be loaded 
and moved v hile one car is being loaded in Califor­ 
nia. At the various termini it is discharged into 
elevators, a c.ir being emptied in something less 
than or e minute. The economy permissible in the 
use of rolling stock by thia rapid loading and dis­ 
charging of cars is very marked. Cars have made 
two round trips in one day between Aurora and 
Chicago, Illinois, a distance of about fifty miles, a 
thing impossible hero under four days. According 
to this, the California road would be required to at 
least quadruple the roiling stock employed by the 
Iilinois road to handle the same tonnage a like dis­ 
tance. 
Moreover, the return traffic on Eastern 
roads, in coal, lumber, etc., used in the interior, 
nearly balances the outward tonnage of cereals and 
produce, giving full loads 
in both directions. 
Within a few weeks the writer was Informed by 
Mr. Midgley, tho Commissioner of the Iowa Trunk 
Line Association, that, latterly, the east and west 
tonnage of the lines he represented nearly bal 
unced, and he looked for equality within a short 
time. 
From the foregoing the company argues that any 
reduction m grain rates is indefensible. It is aimed 
at that i>ortion of the traffic which, in acknowledg­ 
ment of the principle that by fosteriog production 
it promoted its own interests, it has, with the pres­ 
cience of trained judgment, treated with unexam­ 
pled liberaUty. 
CLASSIFICATION OF TRAFFIC. 
With respect *o the proposed reduction on grain 
for seeding and feeding purposes going to the inte­ 
rior to the level of rates for outward grain, the 
company would, in addition to the general protest 
against any reductions whatever, urge that the 
principle which the Commission would set up in 
thi9 case, namely, that rates for the same class of 
goods should be the same for like distances, regard­ 
less i-f direction, is erroneous. 
Classification of 
traffic, for the purp se of rating charges thereon, is 
necessary and universaL 
It ha? not beom c.uni­ 
versal by the election of the carriers—the laws of 
trade have forced it. 
If possible, an average rate 
upon all goods would be adopted b}' ♦ very carrier ; 
its effect in 6io)plif\ing and economizing the con­ 
duct of transportation can hardly he measured. 
This classification must be had* not only with 
respect 
to 
differing 
valucj. 
bulk, 
weight, 
frangibility, 
etc., 
but 
also 
to 
volume, 
direction 
and 
competition. 
For 
example, 
manufactured cottons from the mills of the South 
to the North are rated materially lower than from 
the mills of New Engl and to 'he South, the differ 
cneo ranging from 45 to 47 per cent, this io spite of 
the fact that tho raw material m tut nr->tgo from the 
South to New England in order to be milled and re­ 
turned. Raisins, before becoming an important 
California ptoduct, were, and even now are, brought 
from tho East for from two to three cent’ per pound 
They are sent from California to the East at one and 
one-half cents per pound. Examples might be 
multiplied. Fifty cents per ton upon the product 
of his ranch amounts to considerable to tho Cali­ 
fornia farmer, very much more than five times that 
rate would equal on the small amount of seed wheat 
he shoul l want from another section. 
MINIMUM AND MAXIMUM RATES. 
The design of classification is to p'acc the higher 
charges where they will not be felt, at le v t not as a 
burden to tho consumer. All freight cannot be 
handled at the minimum rate—somo mu’t pay the 
maximum. If the maximum is reduced, or con­ 
siderable tonnage taken f.om the intermediata 
classes and rated with the lowest, then the mini­ 
mum must be increased. So much for the prin- 
cip'e. 
It must be admitted that wheat is wheat, whether 
going in or out of the country, hut its value is 
it t the same, and the d fferencu in volume is very 
wide. 
The company must earnestly protest against the 
introduction of any such principle of rating as this 
proposition of the Commissioners involves. It is 
destructive of the fundamental principles of tarff-*. 
The present «ate on *rain to the interior works no 
hardship to the public. The proposed action of the 
Commission wili have no appreciable influence upon 
the State’s prosperitv. 
It is a concession to igno­ 
rance. 
It is su g g e ste d by comparison. The co m ­ 
plaint 9tanda not tn a t th e m a x im u m ch arge of 
05 per t -n of 2,000 pounds for carrying grain to 
the interior is too high, per se, but because the 
maximum charge in the other direction is but $5 50 
Adopt the princ ple and apply it wherever it has 
equal force, and you will destroy clar ification. 
De­ 
stroy classification, and you will ru n either the 
community served by the carriers or the carriers 
themselves. 


TRANSPORTATION OF LIVE BTOCK. 
The rates on live stock in car loads, and on wool, 
in both car loa Js and smaller quantities, should not 
he disturbed, for the reason that, at the instance cf 
your predecessors in office, general and material re­ 
ductions were made in the rates on these articles, 
which reduced rates, taking effect June 1,1881, 
have since continued and are now in force. 
* 
By reference to a table published by the Railroad 
Commission, May 11,1831, it will ne observed that 
these reductions ranged from 2 per cent, to ever ¿0 
per cent., as a rule the larger reductions being made 
in the highest rste3 for the longer hauls. 
Tne rale for charging for the trair-portatir.n of 
live stock, in less th*n car loads, is to rate one ani­ 
mal as one ton ; two animals as one and three quar­ 
ter tons; three animals two and one-half tons,and 
each additional animal as one-half ton of first-class 
freight, and so on until the charge for the lot equals 
the th rge for a carload, that being the maximum 
for any number of animals in one car. 


SYSTEM FAVORS LIVE STOCK 
PREIOHT. 
This system of rating favors the live stock, as com­ 
pared w ith ordiaary freight. One animal occupies 
more space than one ton tf freight. 
Indeed, it re­ 
quires nearly half a cor. 
Economy or convenience 
cannot be expected in stowing the animals. Le- 
gard must bi had to their temper and condition. If 
laid out by any accident on the road they must be 
fed and watered. 
Jars, jolt3 and accidents, harm­ 
less to ordinary freight, are dangerous to them. 
They are liable to injure themselves and e*ch other] 
and to damage goods, if any he loaded in same car. 
The company seeks to absolve itself from responsibii. 


ity for injuries from some of these causes by requir­ 
ing the snipper to proride an attendaut; but this, in 
the case of less than carloads, is evaded, and the 
company has yet found no meaU3 to enforce its rule 
in this regard. 
Ihough transportation is its business, and its 
capacity is not half taxed, the company would 
gladly surrender its revenues derived from trans­ 
porting livestock, in leas than carload quantities, to 
be relieved from the obligation—if it is under any— 
of haudling it. 
Tne carrier performs no service relatively so 
cheap. 
GENERAL PROTEST REPEATED. 
With respect to the other changes proposed, the 
company respectfully repeats Ds general protest. 
The question cannot” have had that caira delibera­ 
tion proceeding from careful analysis and diligent 
research necessary to determine judgment. What 
evidence has been offered that the charges of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company are onerous and 
exacting ? 
W lut inquiry has been made a* to whether arbi­ 
trary reductions of its revenues will not cripple the 
company, canee it to default in its interest, compel 
discontinuance of dividends and make the discharge 
of its obligations to the General Government im­ 
possible? 
Can reflecting men believe, for a mo­ 
ment, that the State, through the exercise of its 
arbitrary power, can injure the very backbone cf 
its c »mm rcial life and the cummouwealth remain 
unsettled ? 
Common prudence dicta! g deliberation ai d in­ 
vestigation bef re action upon the part of your 
Commission. 
The 
means being employed 
to 
force hasty and ill-advised ac'don upon the pa t of 
the Commission should induce reflection aud hes­ 
itation. 
A high-minded, honorable man, cool and 
dispassionate though he may he, may well distrust 
his judgment under such a pressure as some are 
endeavoring to bring to bear on your honorable 
Board. 
Tee Central Pacific Company dots not fear the 
testa which a careful inquiry and just comparisons 
will make of its policy with rtspec; to freights, but 
it solemnly protests against reductions inspired by 
political influences, and all interference with its 
tariffs which does not proceed from due considera­ 
tion of the pr:vate as well as the public interests 
involved.

John T. Drew, a lawyer of Vermont, when he re­ 
turned from Europe after Congress had adjourned, 
averred he saw the $1,200 Ames drew as a check to 
“ S. C. or bearer,” paid by Ames to another man 
with w hom he had been talking. 
As other claims 
of the late Mr. Ames ha**e since been settled, and as 
none of the stock he said he was ho'ding in trust for 
us has been found among bis papers, it is as evident 
as axiomatic truth that there was no such stock ; 
and, in the face of the fact that, however confused 
his memory might have been by the great excite­ 
ment of the period, the three initial checks were so 
different from all the rest of the represented aban­ 
doned stock on which he had himself collected divi­ 
dends. But, having no fear of God’s judgment upou 
my integrity and truthfulness in this matter, 1 only 
refer to it here thus briefly because of your highly 
appreciated editorial.

To the Honorable, the Board of Railroad Commis­ 
sioners, State of California— Sirs: In response to 
your order of the 29th of June, the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, bj' its Freight Traffic Manager 
and General Freight Agent, appeared before your 
honorable Board on the 27th ultimo to protest 
against the action contemplated by jour Commis­ 
sion in the matter of reducing the freight rate3 of 
this company. 
It now bigs to submit, in writing, the reasons 
given at slid interview, with additional arguments 
against said action. 
it rofpjcifu.Iy urges upon your Commission that 
the spirit and purpose of the organization of a State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners was to remove the 
question of regulation of freights and fares from tho 
stump of political campaigns—taking it out of poli­ 
tics—from being forced upon the overburdened 
Legislature, whose time, knowledge and experience 
did not qualify i' to deal with the subject, and r* for 
it to the thoughtful consideration of a Boar ¿ which 
shoui 1 study the question with disinterested mo­ 
tiven, and act upon exact knowledge or from data 
gaihcr*d from the many sources of information 
which t:»o van railroad system of the nation and the 
experience of kindred bodies íd other States and 
countries make available to thorough inquiry and 
research. 
JUDICIAL FAIRNESS INVOKED.

For ex'ample, see the following clipping from a 
morning paper: 
“ Concerning the question of railroad discrimina­ 
tion, a correspondent at bant a Ana, Lis Angeles 
county, furnishes the Examiner an item of news to 
which we caff the attention of the Railroad Com­ 
missi Miera : 
' “ To the Fditor of the Examiner—S ir: This 
town is distant from Los Angeles 33| miles. The 
railroad company charges for a carload of hay from 
here to Los Angeles 87 ; from Los Angeles to thh 
place for a carload of hay $?0. Can you explain the 
justice and reason for this discrimination ? Can our 
Railroad Commissioners furnish a reasonable solu­ 
tion of the question ? 
“ Santa Ana, July 2d.’ ” 
The charge for a carload of bay between Santa 
Ana and Los Angeles is $15 in either direction. 1 lie 
only foundation for the misstatement is found in 
the fact that the differenc» between the ratrs from 
Los Angeles nnd Santa Ana respectively to Arizona 
points i-» $7 per carload. 
Denial by the carrier of such misstatements will 
have little effect on public opinion. Inquiry and 
correction, acc rding to the facts, by your Commis­ 
sion, would soon end malevolent charges of this 
character with a beneficent effect upon society. 
The company does not presume to gauge the in­ 
fluence which public agitation has had in determin­ 
ing the prop yseJ action of your honorable B ?ard 
It would, h iwcver, respectfully urge that the de­ 
mand of a few, or all in a community, is not a suf­ 
ficient ground for the Coramis?ion’s action 
It 
should first determine whether such demand is 
right.

The company protests that the charges for its 
services arc fair and reasonable, judged by any 
proper standard ; that an enligbttned public policy 
does not justify interference with its tariffs; that 
the growth of the State, the advancement of its ma­ 
terial interests, the present condition of its indus­ 
tries as compared with ol er communities, nearer 
the great markets of the world, all testify against 
the malicious assertions of those who charge upon 
the company a grasping, grinding policy, necessi­ 
tating governmental regulation and control. 


THE AVERAGE CHARGE FOR FREIGHT. 
The average charge for freight which w h s both 
taken up and laid down within the State of Califor­ 
nia during the year 1S82 was at a rate of but two 
and nine tenths (2.9) cents per ton per mile, not­ 
withstanding the legal maximum of fifteen cents per 
ton per mile. 
The average length of haul was only 
105 miles. This average rate includes all the short 
hauls, the mountain service on the Sierra Nevaos, 
the Tebachepi and Coast Range, and the service 
across the Mojave and Colora lo deserts. It excludes 
all materia! for company’s use, which, if included at 
a rate equal to the estimated cost of service, as is 
the custom with mos'. railroad companies in exhibits 
of this character, would materially reduce the aver 
age. This point should not be overlooked in com­ 
parison with exnibits of other railroads. It excludes 
all freight intarchar.ged w-ith other States and Terri­ 
tories on the Pacific co «st, and also ail through 
freights interchanged with the States east of the 
Rocky mountaire. 
The result of the policy pursued by a railroad 
company in it3 efT ct upon the communities it 
serves, or even upon its own revenues, 


CYN ONLY BS FX H I SITED BY YEARLY AVER­ 
AGES, 
Ard often a more extended period is necessary tó a 
proper test. This, doubtless, is true in the case of 
the Central Pacific Railroad and dependencies to a 
greater degree than with other railroads m this 
country. No other system oí roads in one State 
presents such varied physical characteristics as does 
the Central Pacific in California. Such a combina­ 
tion of valley, mountain and desert road can no­ 
where else be found. This necessitates a compli­ 
cate.! classification of service and charges with re­ 
spect to the character of the road, which, together 
with the classification cf freight with respect to its 
bulk, value and influence upon the general pros­ 
perity of the community, as a whole, makes uni­ 
formity oí charges impossible and the average rate 
the m^st approximate index to the correctness of 
the tariff. 
The company, therefore, submits the fact that its 
average charge for the transportation of freights 
wholly within the State of California, during 1832, 
being but two nnd nine tenths (2.9) cents per ton 
per mile—less than one fifth of the maximum al­ 
lowed by law—is indubitable evidence that the 
charges arc reasonable and should not in any par­ 
ticular be disturbed. 


THE TENDENCY OF RATES DOWNWARD, 
It submits further as evidence that the tendency 
of freights is downward, calling tor no interference 
by the State, the statement that the average charge 
for freight service wholly within the State of Cali­ 
fornia has been, during the past five (5) years, us 
fo’lows: 
During 1878, 3.7 cents per ton per mile. 
During 1S79, 3.6 cents per ton per mile. 
During 18S0, 3.5 cents per t n per mile. 
During 1881, 3.1 cents por ton per mile. 
During 1882, 2 9 cents per ton per mile. 
The company further pretests against the pro­ 
posed action as unjustly discriminative. It is gen­ 
eral y understood to he directed wholly against the 
Central Pacific Railroad and leased lines. Short, 
independent lines, operated, as alleged by their 
managers, without profit., are to be exempted from 
this conterap’ated action of the Commission. It 
might be made to appear that such action was de­ 
signed to reward bad judgment ami incapacity on 
the part of the projectors and managers of non- 
payrag railroads, but to punish sagacity and good 
man*gement, to which, ordinarily, the success of a 
paying enterprise is largely owiog. California needs 
many more branch lines, yet, by such action the 
State, through its Railroad Commissioners, says to 
the would-be investors : “ If you build these roads 
and the investment proves good, we shall arbitrarily 
reduce your charges, so as to equalize the income 
and outgo.” 
A POINTED QUESTION, 
If the North Pacific Coast Railroad Company, the. 
California Southern Railroad Company and others 
are to be favored by no interference upon the part 
of your honorable Commission, on the ground of 
the smallness and the unremunerative nature of 
their traffic, upon what considerations of justice can 
a diff- rent policy be pursued toward the several in­ 
tegral parts of the Central Pacific system, which 
could not be operated independently, and preserve 
the same facilities and service to the public, which, 
by themselves considered, do not yield a reasonable 
revenue ? These parts of the Central Pacific system 
are distinct corporations, having distinct and sepa­ 
rate obligations, and it is respectfully submitted that 
they ara entitled to distinct and separate consider­ 
ations, apart from their connection with the Central 
Pacific; that upon the grounds upon which it is pro­ 
posed to exclude roads which are independent of 
the Central Pacific from the reductions cortemplated 
by the Commission, those small roads leased to the 
Central Pacific are entitled to claim the right to 
charge such rates as will yield a fair profit upon the 
investment. 


SPECIFIC OBJECTIONS TO REDUCTION. 
For specific objections to the redactions proposed, 
tho company respectfully urge* aga’net that for 
moving grain from interior points to "tide water : 
First—There is no general or well-founded com­ 
plaint against the rates charged for this service. 
Second—A redu ctio n ranging from seven (7) per

In this issue will be found a letter of 
protest from the General Freight Agent of 
the Central Pacific Railroad and Southern 
Pacific Railroad Companies to the Railroad 
Commissioners, against the proposed freight 
rate reductions. 
The letter very effectu­ 
ally disposes of a mass of misrepresenta­ 
tions and cant, upon which the political agi­ 
tators base their present crusade against the 
railroad lines of transportation. Ik is replete 
with interesting facts concerning the actual 
freight charges on railroads here and at the 
East, and the steady and rapid reduction 
in freight rates that has been made in re­ 
cent years. I t should command from every 
candid citizen, from all who arc not 
swayed by unreasoning prejudice, and 
from all who desire to be informed as to 
the real facta concerning freight transpor­ 
tation m California, a careful and impartial 
reading. 
* 
I t is to be noted that the letter has oc­ 
casioned the 8 in Francisco Chronicle and 
its tender, the Examiner, very much cf 
trouble, and they^are forced to a flat denial 
of some of its statem ents, but fail to bring 
forward any proofs to substantiate their 
charges that the statistics of the letter are 
false. 
It will occur to the thoughtful that 
the last thing a railroad corporation would 
venture to do would be to commit itself to 
recitals of such fact not capable of being 
established. 
Until 
some 
better evi­ 
dence of the falsity of the statistics can be 
brought forward than the angry denials of 
the sheets named, they must be taken a* 
correctly presented. 
The letter, besides throwing a flood of 
light upon the question of freight carriage, 
and diseipating the falsity of the charges 
so freely indulged by the political anti­ 
railroad agitators, has some very trenchant 
passages upon tho general question of reg­ 
ulation by coercion and the fixing of rates 
under threats and menaces. 
I t makes 
these distinct allegations aud proves them : 
First—That 
the average 
charge for 
freight in California by railroad in ISS2 
was but two and nine-tenths cents per ton 
per mile, although the legal maximum per­ 
missible is fifteen cents per ton per m ile; 
this excludes company material, it exclndea 
freight interchanged witH other States, and 


a ll through freight interchanged with States 
eaat of the Rocky mountains. 
Second—The rate in 1S7S was 3.7 cents 
per ton per mile, and has steadily declined 
each year since. 
Third—The proposed reduction is un­ 
justly discriminative, since it íb to apply 
only to the Central Pacific Railroad and its 
leased lines. 
Fourth—There are no well-founded com­ 
plaints against present charges for grain 
carriage. 
Fifth—Reductions ranging from 7 per 
cent, on short hauls from bay points to 33* 
per cent, in the upper Sacramento valley, 
and from 27 to 30 per cent, in the upper 
San Joaquin, were made by the Commis­ 
sion in 1SS1, and further redaction woe Id 
be unreasonable. 
Sixth—The grain rates now prevailing 
are not burdensome to the producer, but 
contribute to the fostering of grain pro­ 
duction. 
Seventh—The average tonnage rate on 
thG Central Pacific Railroad is much lower 
than on the Texas Pacific, Missouri Pacific, 
St, .Loaifl and San Francisco, Chicago, Mil­ 
waukee and St. Paul, or the Chicago and 
Northwestern roads, the latter road hav­ 
ing the lowest average of any of these, 
and a toDnage more than double that of 
the Central Pacific Railroad, while the ccsfe

COLOR 
LINE. 


The color question was before a Brook­ 
lyn Court the other day, on an Issue 
whether colored children should bo adm it­ 
ted to the regular schools of the State or 
educated, separately. 
The Court held that 
the refusal to adm it a colored child to a 
school of white children, when the Board 
regulations provided a eeparate, a nearer 
and equally a3 good a school for the col­ 
ored child, was not a denial of equal 
rights nor an uDjust discrimination on ac­ 
count of color. 
The General Term of the 
City Court sustained the Court below, and 
an appeal has been taken to the Court of 
last resort. 
Unquestionably th at Court 
will hold th at if it is required, in order to 
give the colored child equal opportunity 
with others in the*echool system it should 
enter a white school, it cannot be ex­ 
cluded. 
The absolute right to all common 
school privileges exists for it. 
But it will 
undoubtedly hold that the local Board has 
given the child equal opportunities in the 
Brooklyn case, and th at there has been no 
infringement of the spirit of the Four­ 
teenth Amendment in providing a school 
to which no white children arc assigned. 


T he S t ckton M ail, which is one cf the most 
se 13rrilously coarse sheets in the State, in the heat 
of its rage against tho railroads, and the Railroad 
Commis&iontr? who refuse to bow down at its 
shrine, has every now and then an article that, read 
between the line?, means m urder. 
T in evident 
purpose is to incite some crank to kill Carpenter 
and Humphries. 
In one article it has openly an­ 
nounced th at if some citizen shall do bo, a3 a last 
resort to cure an evil, the people wi 1 applaud tho 
deed from one end of the State to the other.

The Board will set a day 
certain for the hearing of such case, and the notice 
to the person affected mu9t be given at least five 
days before the hearing, fcuch notice may be served 
personally upon the party concerned, or be served 
by the Clerk of the Board, by dcp.Tsitir.g the notice 
in the postofflee at Sacramento city, addressed to the 
person to his residence when known, and when un­ 
known, then by addressing it to Sacramento city.

Bay th at the parade of such “ suits andsym ­ 
bols” did not in the least assist the spirits to 
manifest. 
If the men he has authorized by 
his beqnest to investigate the phenomena of 
spiritualism follow his lead they will accom­ 
plish nothing valuable to mankind. 
I t is a 
useless expense, an t will effect nothing in 
changing the opinions of men. 
If any of your readers w ant to know for 
themselves whether our friends in the spirit 
world can return to earth and show their 
faces and forms, and speak in audible tones 
to their loved ones on earth, all they have to 
do is to form circles in their own family, 
with five or six sitting around a table with 
tho palms of their bands resting lightly upon 
it.

The State Prison investigation was re­ 
sumed yesterday morning, W arden Ames on 
the stand. 
Colonel Flournoy asked a few 
questions, and then the minutes cf the Board 
of Directors were read, showing some orders 
made in regard to the payments on the jate 
factory and machinery. 
W itness bought a 
horse for the prison, paying §130, and after­ 
wards sold it to Governor PerkinB for §160, 
and he thought the State made money on the 
sale. 
Private horses wore kept at the prison 
at the exnense of the State for some time, 
but now §10 per Lead is charged for keeping 
horses and §8 for cows. 
W itness related how 
a commissary had been discharged for firing 
a pistol, and some other unim portant testi­ 
mony was given. 
J . W . Pierce testified th at in 18S0 be had 
charge cf the carpenters’ departm ent in the 
prison. 
W itness remembered the construc­ 
tion ot the yacht and the water-wheel. 
Prison lumber was need in both, but was 
takeu w ithout any order from the Warden, 
W itness reported the m atter to the W arden 
on both oc.ahiuna, and was told that it was 
ail right. 
_ 
E. D. Perkins, who was Captain of the 
Guard and D eputy W arden at the time the 
yacht was built, corroborated previous testi­ 
mony in regard to the yacht and water-wheel 
and the keeping of private horses. 
T. C. Puckman, who resides in Sacra­ 
mento, was W arden cf the Folsom Prison 
f- on Ju ly 15, 1880, to November 1, 1881. 
W as eppointed by the Board of Di ectors. 
W as notified by the Board about Ju ly 1st to 
meet the Eoard in San Francisco, and did so. 
Director Chapman, in the presence of the 
other Directors, said th at he had asked Judge 
Ames to concede s me of the appointments 
to them, and it would be but just to Ames if 
the witness did the same. 
This witness did, 
and he was requested atoo to write his resig­ 
nation end ¡cavo it with the Directora, but 
did not do so. 
W itness said he objected 
etrenuoualy to il.^app intm entof l)r. Grover 
as Resident Physician of Folsom Prison, but 
upon being urged by D irector M cN utt, had 
made the appointment. 
His resignation as 
W arden, was asked for by one of the Direct­ 
ors, who stated th at tho m ajority tf the 
Board desired if, and ths reason given was 
th at witness was incompetent to fill the 
place. 
The. itemized statem ent of “ genera! ex­ 
pense” at the prison for the first four months 
of the Cecal year ending June 30, 1881, which 
was presented by W arden Ames the day pre­ 
vious, and refused by counsel for the peo­ 
ple, was yesterday f.-rencou adm itted in evi­ 
dence. 
Colonel Flournoy wi‘-iicd it under­ 
stood th at ho had no objection to its admis­ 
sion, but the statem ent was of no use, and 
was not what had been asked for. 
A fter the noon recess, J . J . O’Connor, 
clerk in the Controller's office, whs sworn. 
H e had had occasion to examine the quar­ 
terly reports of the State Prison at San 
Quentin fer the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1882, and he bad made an itemized state­ 
ment, showing the salary paid in cash for the 
fiscal year 1882, as Bhown by the quarterly 
reports. 
The totals for eacli of the first 
seven months of the fiscal year agreed ex­ 
actly with the totals in the printed report. 
For the last five months of the year there 
wss a total difference between the printed 
report and the quarterly reports of §390 20,* 
the quarterly reports shuwing the greater 
amount. 
J , P. Ames had drawn for the 
year §3,200 12, and J . V. Ellis §990, making 
a total of §4,190 12, presumed by witness to 
be on salary account, but witness said th at it 
does not appear as salary, nor doss it appear 
ia the salary account. 
Colonel Flournoy said th at he had ex­ 
pected Jerom e Spaulding to ba present, but 
had received a telegram stating that M r. 
Spaulding would leave San Francisco on ths 
afternoon train and would be present this 
morning a t 10 o’clock. 
Counsel wished to 
close the case for the people, reserving (he 
right to call M r. Spaulding and examine him 
for ten minute». 
M r. Sears arid th a t counsel for defense 
wished to make a motion when the caso was 
closed by the 1’eopls, and of course could not 
make the motion until the case was closed. 
Colonel Flournoy replied, “ Wt.ll, then, I 
close.” 
M r. Sears then said that the sudden clos­ 
ing had been somewhat of a surprise, and 
counsel was hardly prepared to make the mo­ 
tion referred to, but he vv u!d not ask for any­ 
time. 
H e niov.ed to dismiss the charges, cn 
the ground that they have not been sub­ 
stantiated in any particular, and th at the 
Directors have been guilty of no misconduct 
or neglect of duty. 
Counsel then look up the specifications 
aingiy, giving his idea of the evidence. 
He 
spoke sb'>ut three quarters of an hour. 
He 
acknowledged that there hud been soma tech­ 
nical violations of tho law, some of which 
the circumstances justified, and Bomeof them 
had been by nfficere of th? priaou without the 
knowledge of the Commissioners. 
Some of 
the laws ware not practicable, and by their 
violation the Direc'ors had saved thousands 
of dollars to tho State, instarcirg tho case 
of the erection cf ths jute factory building. 
On the whole the prison had been run very 
economically, and the Directors deserved 
credit fcr their excellent management. 
Colonel Flournoy made but a few remarks 
in reply. 
He did not wish to argue the mo­ 
tion at all, but only to give his reasons for not 
arguing it. 
H e thought ths proof on some 
of the specifications Was overwhelming, and 
showed the g rtv tst violations of ltw . 
H e 
would not ask that the Directors be removed 
on any technical grounds. 
Judge Wallace, after a Consultation with 
the Governor, stated that a great deal of the 
testimony was pcrhap3 not thoroughly under­ 
stood, aud would have to be further examined 
to determine Us weight, and that it would 
he an improper proceeding to dismiss the 
charges at th at time. 
M r. SsarR slated th at if the Commission 
wculd Bt .te what specifications there wss 
any d lubt upon, or up n which it would like 
to near evidence, it would greatly shorten the 
time of the investigation. 
Judge Wallace said that would be improper 
and impracticable, 
and 
tho Commission 
would hear any- testimony the defense might 
desire to offer. 
Mr. Sears stated that he Lad tetegraphed 
to each oi the Directors to come at once. 
From M r. Schell and Mr. Neff he had re­ 
ceived am wets that they would be present 
W ednesday (to-day). 
From M r. Chapman 
and Mr. M cN utt he had received no rep’ies. 
Counsel stated th at he would he ready to go 
on a t 10 a . m. to-day, and, as it was late in 
the afternoon, a reo sa was taken until this 
morning.

BRIEF 
NOTES. 


Y esterday, before the State Prison Com­ 
mission, during the argument of the motion 
to diembs the charges against the Prison 
Directors, counsel Sears casually mentioned, 
by way cf an illustration, th at the Controller 
has technically violated the law every time 
he has drawn a w arrant in favor of tho State 
Prisons. 
Those present exchanged glances, 
and Bomeof them smiles, but nothing further 
was said at the time. 
The law said to have 
been violated is Section 1384 of the Penal 
Code, relative to the disbursement of the 
State Prison funds, which reads as follows : 
Section 15S4. The moneys in the State Prison fund 
are applicable to the payment of the expenses of 
the prison, and the salaries of the directors and 
officers thereof. The expenses ami salaries must be 
audited and allovcd by a Board of Examiners uf 
fa tato Prison Accounts, consisting of the Attorney- 
General, Treasurer and Controller, after which, 
upon the order of the Board of Directors, the Con­ 
troller must draw his warrant on the Treasurer 
therefor, and the Treasurer must pay the same out 
of such fund. 
I t is claimed th at the portion of the section 
authorizing the Board of Examinara of State 
Prison Accounts has never heea repealed or 
set asida by tho Courts. 
The biilj of the 
prison have for some time been audited by 
the State Board of Examiners, consisting cf 
the Governor, Secretary of State and Trees- 
urer. 
A ttorney-General M arshall is absent in 
San Francisco and could not be interviewed 
on the m atter. 
A reporter found Controller 
Dunn in his office with a law book ia his 
hand. 
W hen asked about the m atter he said 
he had not had time to look into the m atter. 
The reporter remarked th at he supposed that 
it was an old m atter which he (M r. Dunn) 
thor ughly understood and would require no 
investigation. 
The reply 
was. 
“ We do 
understand it. but tjop’t care to say anything 
about it to-day. 
Ul&e ia to-morrow and 
we’il talk to you about it.” 


FruE at I si.eton.— A R ecord-U k iON cor­ 
responden*, writing from Isleton. this county, 
says : “ The China town here was destroyed 
by fire on Sunday night.
